MEDICAL TREATMENT BY CIVILIAN DOCTORS 
OF MEN SERVING WITH THE FORCES 


The following letter has been sent by the Ministry of 
Health to Clerks to Insurance Committees : 


“1. A number of inquiries have been received from insur- 
ance committees on behalf of doctors on their medical lists as 
to the circumstances in which soldiers (including women 
members, other than officers, of the Auxiliary Territorial 
Service or Voluntary Aid Detachments) may call in the services 
of a civilian doctor at the cost of the funds of the War Office, 
and as to the steps the doctor should take to obtain payment. 
The Minister has been in communication with the War Office 
on the subject and is in a position to give the following 
information. 

“2. For the purpose of this letter soldiers, etc., may be 
divided into three groups: 

(a) Soldiers quartered in barracks or camps. 

(b) Soldiers on leave or furlough. 

(c) Soldiers who whilst training reside at home or in 
billets. 

“3. No occasion will arise for soldiers in group (a) to 
apply to a civilian doctor for treatment, as a medical officer 
of the Army Medical Corps will be stationed at the barracks 
or camp. 

“4. As regards group (+), when a soldier proceeds on leave 
or furlough he is supplied with a pass which instructs him, 
should he require medical aid, to apply at the nearest military 
hospital whenever practicable. In the event of the soldier 
living more than two miles from the military hospital, or his 
condition being such that he is unable to travel to the hospital, 
he may, at the cost of the funds of the War Office, call in a 
civilian doctor. The rates allowed for attendance are given 
on the pass which the soldier is instructed to show to the 
doctor. 

* §. Soldiers who whilst training reside at home or in 
billets should apply, if they need medical aid, to the medical 
officer attached to their unit. In emergencies where the 
medical officer attached to the unit or military hospital is not 
available the soldier may call in a civilian doctor. 


“6. To obtain payment from the War Office a civilian 
doctor must procure and fill in Army Form 0.1667. The 
form must be sent on the conclusion of treatment to the 
Deputy or Assistant Director of Medical Services of the 
Command. ... The claim may be sent to the Deputy or 
Assistant Director by the doctor either direct or through the 
Insurance Committee or Panel Committee if, as is assumed, 
both those committees will be prepared to undertake the 
collection and transmission of the claims. 

“7. The Minister would be glad if the Insurance Commitice 
would communicate at-an early date with the Panel Com- 
mittee with a view to the information . . . being made known 
to them and to practitioners on the insurance medical list. . . . 
A supply of Army Form 0.1667 will be torwarded by the 
Minister to the Insurance Committee or Panel Committee on 
application, in order that they may deal with applications 
made to them by doctors who require the form in order to 
submit a claim. 

“8. It will be appreciated that where a soldier applies to 
a civilian doctor for treatment in circumsiances where he 
should clearly have had recourse to military arrangements the 
War Office cannot accept responsibility for payment. 

“9. In the case of the Royal Air Force and Women’s 
Auxiliary Air Force the general conditions set out above tor 
Army personnel apply. Airmen or airwomen who have re- 
ceived medical attention from a civilian medical practitioner 
are required to report the fact immediately to their Com- 
manding Officer and forward to him the doctor's certificate 
The Commanding Officer will then furnish the doctor with a 
copy of Form 0.1667. This form should be completed by the 
doctor and returned to the officer from whom it was received, 
who will then arrange for payment. All relevant information 
concerning fees, etc., is shown on the reverse of the Royal 
Air Force Leave Form which airmen (and airwomen) are 
required to show to the doctor and on Form 0.1667. 

“10. Men serving with the Royal Navy (including women 
members, other than officers, of the Women’s Royal Naval 
Service and Voluntary Aid Detachments) can, when on leave 
from their ship (or depot), obtain treatment from a local civilian 
doctor, and when doing so should obtain a preliminary medical 
certificate from the doctor and send it to the Commanding 
Officer of their ship (or depot), who will furnish the doctor 
with the necessary Form (8.26) for claiming payment. It is 
clearly indicated in the form to whom the completed claim 
should be sent. 

“11. It is not anticipated that the assistance of the Insur- 
ance and Panel Committees will be needed in connexion with 
the collection of claims for the treatment of men and women 
in the Royal Navy and Royal Air Force.” 


A copy of Army Form 0.1667 has been sent with the 
letter. One side of this form is headed “ Civilian Medical 
Practitioner's Bill,” and provides for a statement of the 
patient’s name and rank, nature of his illness, distance 
from practitioner’s to patient’s residence, distance from 
patient’s residence to nearest military hospital, and whether 
the patient was visited or attended at the surgery. It 
also provides forms of certificate to be signed by the 
civilian practitioner, the Commanding Officer, and the 
Deputy or Assistant Director of Medical Services of the 
Command. The instructions on the reverse of the form 
contain the following scale of charges, and a concluding 
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note states that the cost of medicine necessary for treat- 
ment is included in these charges:

IMPLICATIONS OF HEALTH INSURANCE 
IN AMERICA 
BY 
J. A. HANNAH, M.D.

The following is the second and concluding part of Dr. 
Hannah's article. The first appeared last week at page 245. 


In approaching this problem it would appear that there 
are three main methods by which we may achieve our goal: 
(1) by legislation; (2) as an ordinary business project; and 
(3) through co-operation of all interested parties. 

A legislative Act is the written, considered opinion of the 
party in power in regard to any particular problem. The 
Act may be conceived and drafted with every good intention 
and may contain what appears at the moment to be the 
best arrangement and regulations possible. Having set its 
opinion in writing no political body can afford to change 
that opinion with any degree of alacrity, even if it were 
possible to convince sufficient members. In addition, it 
would appear that there can be no gradual period of develop- 
ment in either growth or experience. Up to the moment such 
an Act becomes effective there would be no insured ; immedi- 
ately following its effective date there may be hundreds of 
thousands or even millions under its administration. Try as 
we will, satisfactory provision cannot be made for its 
administration. Inexperience will give rise to mistakes, and 
mistakes on the scale of hundreds of thousands and millions 
are costly. 

Again, who among the profession or the public cares what 
the Act is or stipulates during a period of illness—the patient 
must be served and the Act be hanged. The very inelasticity 
of well-intentioned Acts renders them impractical in regard 
to medical practice except in so far as they are purely 
enabling. The inherent dangers of political control have 
been all too manifest in the mental hospitals in both the 
U.S.A. and Canada to need further comment here. 


The second approach is through the usual channels of 
business. Business methods and economic laws must be 
observed, except that the experience of sickness and accident 
insurance companies has shown that the profit motive destroys 
the effectiveness of this form of insurance and fails to meet 
the needs of illness. Any portion of illness which is not 
profitable to the insuree is either not covered or is excluded 
from the policy at the first opportunity. The profit motive 
has stipulated that the male wage-earner can be insured at 
half the cost of the female earner. The male adult in the 
family is profitable and therefore can be insured. The wife 
and children are not profitable, therefore they cannot be 
covered. 

IlIness has no regard for persons: male or female, young 
or old, healthy or unhealthy, rich or poor. Therefore, the 
profession can have no truck or trade with any plan which 
does not aim at meeting the cost of illness as we find it in 
the family units, without regard to whether there is profit 


to any shareholder. We have, however, a very vital interest . 


in how such services can be paid. Therefore, it becomes 
imperative that we observe the law of supply and demand. 
Let us not, however, be deceived. No amount of Govern- 
ment patronage out of taxation can remove any portion of 
the cost to the public or meet the public’s responsibility, 
except in so far as it meets its fair share of the cost of the 
indigent or the near-indigent. 


Co-operation 


Realizing these factors, and in the light of the foregoing 
studies, the medical profession in the province of Ontario set 
about the development of our answer to this problem. From 
here on we shall deal with the formation, organization, and 
growth of Associated Medical Services Incorporated in 
Ontario. 


In 1930 1 became a member of the Ontario Civil Service 
Association. Shortly afterwards the association became 
interested in some form of health protection for its members. 
Consideration was given to hiring a staff of physicians and 
making a contract with some hospital to give service. This, 
however, did not appear to me to provide the type of service 
desired, and so I was appointed to a committee to report 
back with a plan which might prove to the liking of both 
the civil servants and the medical profession. This was done 
at the annual meeting in 1933. The committee was given 
an appropriation and continued its studies, most of which 
have already been given. 


At the annual meeting in 1934 the association gave its 
approval to the plan which later developed into Associated 
Medical Services. Among other principles laid down were: 
(1) that the choice of physician was desirable ; (2) that the 
medical profession should control the method of practice ; 
and (3) that we should accept the Ontario Medical Associa- 
tion’s schedule of fees as being fair and proper. Such 
proposals naturally presuppose the co-operation of the pro- 
fession, and so it fell to my lot to approach the Academy of 
Medicine in Toronto, of which | had been a member for 
some years. The Academy preferred to refer the matter to 
its parent body, the Ontario Medical Association, and_ this 
was done at its annual meeting in 1936. 

Now it is of interest that the Ontario Medical Association 
had been studying the problem of compulsory health insur- 
ance under the able chairmanship of Dr. W. S. Caldwell. 
A resolution was passed favouring the principle of a volun- 
tary plan and a committee set up to study the institution of 
trial areas in the province. On January 14, 1937, the insur- 
ance committee delegated authority to five of its members 
to: (1) Draft a constitution and by-laws. (2) Place these 
before the Board of Directors of the Ontario Medical Asso- 
ciation. (3) Ascertain the cost of instituting the plan. (4) 
Obtain the necessary finances. (5) Take ‘out a charter and 
go into operation. 

Ten days before February 23, 1937, the executive bodies 
of the Ontario Medical Association had the constitution and 
by-laws in their hands, and at their meeting on that date 
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they not only approved of the setting up of the plan but 
gave an initial grant of $5,000 for the institution of the 
plans. It is of interest to note that unanimity did not prevail. 
The profession in the city of Windsor insisted that the plan 
should be started on a group industrial basis, whereas Toronto 
was prepared to start with single individuals. It is of further 
interest that Windsor has not gone into operation yet,* 
while Toronto has 6,000 subscribers, and branches in Ottawa, 
Oshawa, Hamilton, and Woodstock.t Out of the $5,000, 
Windsor got $1,200, which latter sum was advanced by the 
Civil Service Association. It is to be noted that $5,000 con- 
stitutes the total amount of money advanced for organiza- 
tion outside which all our expenses, administrative and 
medical, have been met from income. 

Following this degree of approval the Civil Service Asso- 
ciation decided to cast in its lot with the province-wice plan, 
and a charter was secured from the Ontario Government on 
April 9, 1937, under the name of Associated Medical Services 


- Incorporated. On June 1, 1937, we opened our offices at 11, 


Queen's Park, Toronto, in space granted rent-free by the 
Government. At the close of 1937, after seven months’ 
operation, we had secured 733 subscribers and were paying 
most of our overhead, as well as showing a surplus of $1,722 
on our medical reserve account. 

During 1938 our subscribers rose to 4,020—five and a half 
times the number with which we ended 1937. At the same 
time our reserve increased almost eight times, leaving sufficient 
funds to carry our previous experience for three months 
without income, if necessary. We closed the year with a 
surplus of $160 in our administrative account and $11,000 
dollars in our medical reserve account. Since December 31, 
1938. we have had 2,500, or 60 per cent., increase in sub- 
scribers.t Both medical and administrative reserves are 
showing healthy increases. 


Scope and Terms of the Service 


You will no doubt be interested in knowing the services 
we give, the subscription we collect, and the schedule of fees 
we allow our participating physicians. The following are 
extracts from our regulations: 


The Corporation shall provide to the subscriber the 
following benefits upon the terms and under the conditions 
as set forth in the regulations. The benefits to the sub- 
scriber shall be limited to services and treatment to be 
provided by a participating physician in any branch area, 
provided that the Corporation will in their discretion defray 
the whole or any portion of the expenses incurred in the 
treatment of the subscriber outside such branch area, 


1.—Medical benefits : 
Medical benefits shall be deemed to include: 


(a) All medical attention necessary for diagnosis and 
treatment of illness, whether in the home, office, or 
hospital, including accidents. Obstetrics shall 
also be included provided that the obstetrical 
patient’s husband must also be a subscriber and 
both must have been subscribers for ten consecu- 
tive months before delivery. 


The cost of hospital care at the rate of $1.00 
a day will be provided for the child up to 14 days 
after birth, after which time application may be 
made to include the child as a dependant in 
accordance with the regulations. 


(b) Such x-ray services as shall be deemed necessary for 
the proper diagnosis and treatment of the sub- 
scriber. 


(c) The cost of anaesthetics and their administration. 
* Windsor Medical Services, Incorporated, announced _ the 
inauguration of its plan on July 8, 1939.

2.—Surgical benefits : 
Surgical benefits shall be deemed to include: 

All procedures and practices usually considered 
within the scope of a compeient surgeon, but shall 
not include the treatment of conditions not detri- 
mental to bodily health or interfering with function, 


3.—Consultant service : 


A consultant may be called through the Branch 
Medical Officer, either at the request of the par- 
ticipating physician or the subscriber. 


4.—Hospital benefits : 
Hospital benefits shall be deemed to include: 

(a) Available semi-private accommodation in a hospital 
approved by the Corporation, the cost of which 
does not exceed $3.50 per day. 

(b) Cost of anaesthetics and operating room. 


(c) Such medicines as shall be required while in hospital 
not to exceed the sum of fifty cents (SO c.) per day. 


5.—Nursing benefits : 


Nursing benefits shall be deemed to include such 
nursing as shall be deemed necessary by the Branch 
Medical Officer. 


6.—Sanction for service: 


Where the services required are such as are not 
usually supplied by. a general practitioner the 
approval of the Branch Medical Officer is required. 
For example: Consultations, major surgery, tech- 
nical diagnostic procedures, x-ray, hospitalization, 
nursing care, etc. 


7.—Total amount of service paid for: 


The Corporation shall be liable for the expense 
of service under this contract to a sum not exceed- 
ing eight hundred dollars ($800.00) in any consecu- 
tive twelve-month pericd and for each subscriber 
or dependant. 


Services excluded : 

(1) The Corporation shall not be responsible for the 
care of, or any expense in connexion with the care 
of, institutionalized epilepsy, institutionalized mental 
diseases, institutionalized feeble-mindedness, insti- 
tutionalized tuberculosis, nor for venereal diseases 
nor any disease or injury arising from any accident 
covered by the Workmen’s Compensation Act, nor 
for the care of any subscriber suffering from any 
disease or injury arising from any condition for 
the expenses of which the Ontario or Dominion 
Government or any other body is responsible. 


(2) The Corporation shall not be responsible for any 
expense incurred by reason of any condition which 
existed at the date of application of the subscriber. 


Family group rates of subscription: 


In order to maintain the family group rate all 
members of the immediate family must make 
application to become subscribers. If the Corpora- 
tion declines one or more applications from the 
group the family rate shall still apply, provided all 
of the accepted members of the family remain 
subscribers, 

The subscriber shall pay or cause to be paid on 
his behalf to the Corporation in advance monthly 
subscriptions on the following scale: 


For the subscriber... $2.00 per month 


For the first dependant of the 


subscriber ae ne ... 1.75 per month 
For the second dependant of the 

subscriber ... 1.50 per month 
For the third dependant of the 

subscriber 1.25 per month 


For the fourth and each addi- 
tional dependant of the subscriber 1.00 per month 


Individual subscription rate: 

The individual rate of subscription shall be 
$2.00 per month per subscriber and shall be the 
rate in ail cases where the family group rate does 
not apply. 
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Waiting period: 

The subscriber shall be entitled to benefits 
herein provided from the date set forth upon his 
identification card (Form No. 5), which shall be 
two months from the first day of the month 
nearest the date of his application.* 


Schedule of fees: 
The schedule of fees allowed = shall be that 
designated by the Ontario Medical Association and 
in force at the time the service is rendered. 


In arriving at a basis of service and its cost we have con- 
sidered it best to set out the services required by an individual 
in one yeart and set against them the cost on the basis of the 
minimum schedule of fees as given in the tariff of the Ontario 
Medical Association. This appears as follows: 


Home calls—! per person per year .. .. $3.00 
Office calls—1.5 per person per year at $2.00 - 2 
al operations—0.08 per per at 


Consultations and ‘specialist cost per person ‘per year 4.00 
X-ray and laboratory work... 
Hospitalization—1.3 days at $3.50... 
Nursing—0.5 day at $5.00 per day .. 


Total .. $24.00 


These services cover obstetrical and surgical attention under 
controlled conditions, and the cost totals $24.00 per person 
per year in the individual situation. Because of the reduced 
incidence of service required in the family situation the cost 
drops twenty-five cents for each dependant to a minimum of 
$1.00 per person. In the average family of four this costs 
$6.50 per month, or 513 ¢. per day per person. This is 
less than is spent annually by such average family on tobacco, 
cosmetics, or other luxuries. 


Personally | am a firm believer in democracy, and to me 
democracy means noi only- personal liberty but also personal 
responsibility. Every time we shirk our personal responsi- 
bility by handing it over to Governments, just so often do we 
dole out a corresponding portion of personal liberty. 1 believe 
we can answer the problem better in our own way through an 
evolution of gradual growth ; raising a structure flexible to our 
needs, growing into the shape and moulded to the need of 
medical service : carrying with us all that is good out of the 
past ; disregarding useless and dead wood : and adhering ever 
and always to the most sacred of all, the Hippocratic Oath. 

* To this has been added: ** except in the case of the removal of 
tonsils and/or adenoids, in which case the waiting period shall be 
twelve months from the date of application.” 

+ The figures for service are the result of wide study and research 
over a period of four years and are drawn from sources too 
numerous to list.

Peptic Ulcer.—Finsterer asserts that while peptic ulcer is 
uncommon in the cardiac end of the stomach, it is not rare. 
Pain may occur immediately after food or before it. Hypo- 
acidity is commonly present. The diagnosis may be made 
from the clinical symptoms and confirmed radiologically. 
Gastro-enterostomy is a bad operation in these cases. 
Madlener’s operation is of value when the ulcer is on the 
posterior wall and impinges on the oesophagus. Resection is 
the method of choice. In 120 cases Finsterer had a mortality 
of 8 per cent.

Coronary Sclerosis —About 70 per cent. of 928 cases of 
coronary sclerosis coming to necropsy were known to have had 
hypertension, or its existence was inferred from the presence of 
cardiac hypertrophy. Sudden death was much more frequent in 
the non-hypertensive group, while congestive failure was more 
frequent in those with hypertension. The findings did not 
support the view that coronary sclerosis alone can cause 
hypertrophy. Coronary thrombosis was present in nearly half 
the cases and with greater frequency in the hypertensive 
group. In more than half the cases the cause of death could 
not be ascertained from the pathological changes in the heart.

Immunization against Tetanus.-Groups of individuals aged 
18 to 20 and 30 to 50 years respectively were immunized 
with I-c.cm. doses of refined alum-precipitated tetanus toxoid, 
prepared from toxin which originally contained 10,000 m.Ld. 
per c.cm. The antitoxin response was greatly intensified in 
both groups by a second injection after a lapse of ninety days, 
but it was weaker and less durable in the older persons, who 
probably require more than two doses to develop immunity. 


Leptospirosis.—Since 1927 thirteen cases of leptospirosis 
have been observed in California, of which eleven had been 
in contact with water, while two were exposed to infection 
from dogs. Dogs are sometimes infected with L. ictero- 
haemorrhagiae, but more usually with L. canicola. The 
disease is difficult to diagnose clinically, and these authors 
suggest that all sera submitted for Widal testing or from cases 
of suspected brucellosis should be tested against different 
leptospira strains. 


Early Days of Disability. industrial sick-benefit 
organizations in America have a waiting period of seven days. 
Statistical data for the first few days of disability are there- 
fore not generally available. Information from one public 
utility company which pays wages from the first day of 
absence has been analysed. It shows that in the case of 
males 45 per cent. and in the case of females 52 per cent. of 
days of disability occur in the first seven days after the onset 
of the disability. For respiratory disease the percentages are 
67 and 62 respectively ; for digestive diseases 42 and 48; for 
non-industrial accidents 33 and 36: for non-respiratory and 
non-digestive causes 26 and 44; and for industrial accidents 
21 and Il per cent.

Experimental Shock and Coronary Insufficiency. The effects 
of orthostatic, histamine, and anaphylactic shock were studied 
in rabbits by the electrocardiograph and histologically. The 
electrocardiographic changes were usually temporary, a normal 
electrocardiogram being obtained after recovery from the 
shock. The hearts were examined histologically twenty-four 
hours after the experimental shock. The observed changes 
were due to an abnormal distribution of the blood. In ortho- 
static shock there was a left-sided coronary insufficiency, 
characterized by an S-T below the isoelectric line in Leads | 
and II and often an inverted T wave in Lead |. Necroses 
were found mainly in the central part and in the papillary 
muscles of the left ventricle. In histamine shock there was 
a right-sided coronary insufficiency due to spasm of the bronchi 
and the pulmonary arteries. The electrocardiogram showed 
a right bundle branch block (old nomenclature), and wide- 
spread necroses were found in the wall of the right ventricle 
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but none in the right branch of the auriculo-ventricular bundle. 
In severe shock partial and total blocks were observed. 


Pseudolead-lines.—During an examination of Javanese 
printers for lead poisoning black lines were found on their 
gums. These were caused by a deposition not of lead but 
of melanin. Melanin lines were present in 142 out of 192 
normal Javanese and in 374 out of 479 normal Madurese.

Sulphanilamide and Brucella—The growth of two strains 
of Br. melitensis and of one bovine and one porcine strain 
of Br. abortus was diminished in broth to which sulphanil- 
amide had been added, the degree of diminution varying with 
the amount added.

Resistance to Infection.—This is a study of the factors 
governing resistance to pneumococtal infection in the rabbit.

Bound Acetyicholine.—TVhe acetylcholine content of guinea- 
pig and sheep brain increased several times on heating an 
aqueous suspension at 70° to 80° C. for three minutes. Water 
or saline did not extract the precursor, which was rapidly 
destroyed at pH 1.5. Extraction with alcohol, acetone, and 
trichloracetic acid, but not with ether, caused complete break- 
down to free acetylcholine. The complex was stable in 0.9 per 
cent. sodium chloride, was not ultrafilterable, and probably 
contained protein. The organs of most vertebrates, except the 
pancreas, heart, and adrenals, contained the complex, while 
among invertebrates the cerebral ganglia were rich in both 
free and bound forms.

Pathology of Insulin Shock.—The author describes experi- 
ments on sixteen dogs.

693) was found to be superior to sulphanilamide and to 
hydroxy-ethyl-apocupreine dihydrochloride in experimental 
Type I pneumococcal! infections in mice, It was at least as active 
as sulphanilamide in experimental haemolytic streptococcal 
infections in mice. Fifty cases of pneumonia were treated by 
Graham and his colleagues with “ sulphapyridine ” with a mor- 
tality rate of 6 per cent., as compared with mortality rates 
of 23 per cent. in a control series of thirty cases and 12 per 
cent, in a series of fifty cases treated with specific anti- 
pneumococcal serum. Serious toxic manifestations (granulo- 
cytopenia) were encountered in one case. Meakins and 
Hanson report a mortality of 3 per cent. in thirty cases of 
pneumonia which they treated with “ sulphapyridine.” 


Sulphanilamide.—In_ cystitis and pyelitis the minimal 
effective step-dosage method ~ was found to be most effective 
and least disturbing to the patient. On the first day the total 
dose was 15 grains, on the second day 30 grains, and on the 
third day 45 grains. If necessary the dose was increased 
daily by 1S grains until a total daily dose of 75 grains was 
reached. As soon as a sterile specimen of urine was obtained 
the dosage was maintained at the effective level for four 
days, and thereafter withdrawn by decreasing the daily dose 
by S grains every other day.

Cerebellar Astrocytoma.—From a study of twenty-five cere- 
bellar astrocytomata the authors conclude that the original 
classification into fibrillary and protoplasmic types is accurate 
and valuable.

Alcoholic Cirrhosis—\n 12,000 necropsies sixty-eight cases 
were regarded as examples of subacute or progressive alcoholic 
cirrhosis. They were recognized by the hepatomegaly with 
necrosis of the parenchyma, fatty infiltration, and stromal pro- 
liferation. Histologically the condition is distinct from 
Laennec’s cirrhosis. Of the patients, 80 per cent. were chronic 
alcoholics and half were jaundiced. It is suggested that a 
chronic alcoholic’s diet is deficient in carbohydrate and 
Vitamins, with a consequent change in the liver, which is 
rendered unusually vulnerable to alcohol or related substances. 


Hyperparathyroidism and Renal Disease.—This is an excel- 
lent review in which is considered the physiological and patho- 
logical interrelation of the parathyroids, calcium—phosphorus 
metabolism, and renal function. In chronic renal failure there 
is an invariable parathyroid hyperplasia (though it may be 
slight) which in children may induce “renal rickets ~ and in 
adults a bony condition indistinguishable from osteitis fibrosa.

Fat in Diabetes.—After the consumption of | to 2 grammes 
of butter per kilogramme of body weight the fat content of the 
blood plasma of healthy persons increases, reaching a 
maximum after three hours and returning almost to normal 
after from six to nine hours. In diabetics the increase is 
greater and more prolonged. The constituents of the plasma 
fat affected are the neutral fat and, to a less eatent, the 
phosphatides: the free and esterified cholesterol contents 
remain almost unchanged. The sugar contents of the blood 
and urine of diabetics are not affected by the consumption 
of I gramme. but are increased by the consumption of 
2 grammes of butter per hilogramme of body weight.

New Rickettsia Disease.—A colony of some 350,000 lice is 
maintained in Weigl'’s laboratory at Lwow for the production 
of material for immunization against typhus, and a staff of 
about fifty persons is kept to feed them. A mild _ illness 
characterized by two bouts of fever separated by an afebrile 
interval of three days developed among the majority of these 
individuals and was found to be due to a rickettsia demon- 
strable both in their blood and in the gut of the lice and 
transmissible by lice to normal individuals.

Thrombopenic Purpura.—Experimental purpura was induced 
in dogs by the administration of anti-platelet serum. In the 
acute stage there was thrombopenia, prolonged bleeding time.

Adolescent Deformities of the Acetabulum.—Primary pro- 
trusion of the acetabulum is regarded as the extreme degree 
of an adolescent deformity characterized by an increase in 
depth of the acetabular socket resulting from premature 
epiphyseal changes. The commonest complication, and one 
seen in 80 per cent. of cases. is spontaneous osteo-arthritis 
affecting one or both hips even in young subjects. 


intracapsular Fracture of Femoral Neck.—This is a com- 
parison of the results of treatment in fifty recent and fourteen 
ununited cases. It is suggested that the use of a fibular bone 
peg together with the Smith-Petersen nail produces more rapid 
and certain bony union, and as a result fewer cases in which 
there are degenerative changes in the femoral head. Bony 
union was obtained in 69 per cent. of ununited fractures by 
this technique, and osteo-arthritis was seen in 30 per cent. of 
cases—a figure no greater than that in recent fractures.

Non-tuberculous Epididymitis—\ is suggested that non- 
tuberculous disease of the epididymis is common. In 33 per 
cent. of cases operated upon for presumed tuberculous 
epididymitis histological examination showed chronic inflam- 
mation due neither to tuberculous nor to gonorrhoeal 
infection. 


Pituitary Adenomata.—This is a comprehensive analysis of 
the late results of Harvey Cushing's series of 338 cases. 
illustrated with case reports. Examples of the less usual 
forms of massive intracranial extension of the tumour and of 
unusual field defects are of special interest. The results of 
trans-sphenoidal and transfronial operations and deep xray 
therapy are contrasted. It is shown that x-ray therapy alone 
is less successful than operation in securing an increase in 
vision. X-ray therapy is also sometimes dangerous, since a 
large intracranial extension may occur from the growth of a 
nodule not in contact with the chiasm. without further change 
in the visual fields, the only check usually kept on x-ray 
therapy. and this may grow to such a size that surgical inter- 
vention would be hopeless. Radiotherapy is valuable. how- 
ever, as a post-operative procedure.

Bacteriological Analysis of Water.—Barritt’s modification of 
the Voges-Proskauer test, which makes use of a-naphthol in 
addition to potassium hydroxide, was applied, along with several 
other modifications which are said to increase the sensitivity 
of the test, to 3,000 cultures derived from over 600 samples 
of water.

Dict in Leprosy.—This is a report of a dietetic survey of 
fourteen families, in thirteen of which there were cases of 
leprosy. In each instance the diet was found to be deficient 
in quantity and quality. This is a preliminary investigation, 
and no conclusion can as yet be drawn as to the part played 
by malnutrition in leprosy. 


Leucopoietic Drugs.—The ability of a number of drugs 
to produce leucocytosis, with special reference to their possible 
value in the treatment of agranulocytosis, was studied. Only 
transient leucocytosis, due mainly to the redistribution and 
only partly to the mobilization of leucocytes, was observed 
after single injections of pentnucleotide, sodium nucleinate, 
liver extract, histamine, adrenaline, and acetylcholine and 
related substances. No evidence was obtained that liver 
extract or pentnucleotide can accelerate the formation of white 
cells in health. Colchicine was found to stimulate the pro- 
liferation of cells in the marrow, but showed also marked 
toxic effects.

Thiamin  Reagent.—Diazotized p-amino-acetanilide and 
diazotized p-amino-acetophenone in alkaline solution react with 
thiamin to give purple-red compounds, which are insoluble 
in water but soluble in organic solvents. The reagents, of 
which alkaline diazotized p-amino-acetophenone is the better, 
appear to be specific for the thiazole part of the thiamin 
molecule. Under suitable conditions the reagents could be 
used for quantitative estimation of the vitamin. 


Vitamin B,.—For the determination of thiamin in biological 
material the vitamin is quantitatively extracted and taken up 
in water free from organic solvents. The aqueous solution 
is concentrated by zeolite adsorption and subsequent elution, 
and the thiamin in the concentrated eluate is estimated by 
applying the Prebluda-McCollum reaction in the presence of 
small amounts of phenol and ethy! alcohol. extracting the 
colour with xylene, and estimating it colorimetrically against 
the colour given by Known amounts of thiamin. The method 
is specific for free thiamin but does not estimate the phos- 
phorylated form. Yeast phosphatase may be used to convert 
the phosphorylated forms of vitamin B, to free thiamin. 
Dried yeast contains up to 75 per cent. of its thiamin in 
phosphorylated form; in rice polishings and wheat germ the 
greater part of the thiamin exists in the free form.

Vitamin C in Tonsils—Human and bovine tonsils contain 
vitamin C in a higher concentration than other tissues of the 
body. This concentration is decreased in febrile infections. 
Vitamin C inhibits the growth of pneumococci and strepto- 
cocci and increases the phagocytic properties of human blood. 


Preserved Blood—A new method of preservation of blood 
for transfusion is described. The main ingredient of the pre- 
serving solution—* novotran, sodium hyposulphite. 
7.5 ccm. of the solution is said to be sufficient to preserve 
100 c.cm. of blood for a month, or 150 c.cm. for a few days.

Allergy and Anti-rabic Treatment.—The Pasteur anti-rabic 
treatment is followed by neurological complications in 0.027 
to 0.083 per cent. of cases, and the mortality rate in these 
cases is between 10 and 16 per cent.

Angioreticulo-endothelioma of Heart-—-Two cases are de- 
scribed in which there were widespread visceral lesions. without 
skin involvement, of an angiomatous nature resembling those 
found in Kaposi's disease.

In chronic deficiency there 
were oedema and irregularity of the fibres and changes in the 
optical properties of the myelin: ultimately a stage was reached

Salt Taste Threshold ——The average concentration at which 
fifty-three adult humans first recognized a difference in taste 
between salt solution and distilled water was 0.016 per cent. 
with a median of 0.010 per cent. The average concentration 
at which they first definitely recognized the taste of salt was 
0.087 per cent. with a median of 0.065 per cent.

Economy of Effort Index for Heart——Based upon a prin- 
ciple worked out from animal experiments by Wiggers and 
Katz, a method is suggested by which the economy of effort 
during contraction of the normal human left ventricle can be 
expressed and compared with that of the left ventricle of a 
hypertensive subject. Decreased distensibility of the aorta 
when found in conjunction with hypertension, particularly in 
older subjects, supplies a mechanism whereby the economy of 
effort remains normal or may actually become more favour- 
able.

Diabetic Coma.—A study was made of the mortality from 
diabetic coma. Various factors upon which the interpreta- 
tion of mortality rates depends are stressed, such as criteria of 
diagnosis. age. degree of unconsciousness, blood pressure. and 
renal and other complications. The incidence of and mor- 
tality from diabetic coma are still high in spite of modern 
treatment. An index of the severity of a case is suggested 
for comparative purposes. 

Hypertension in Chronic Brights Disease-—\n one group 
of cases the hypertension is primary and the renal disease 
secondary. while in another the hypertension is secondary 
to the renal disease. Follow-up studies on the second t\pe 
of case reveal that in many instances death can be attributed 
not to renal insufficiency but to the effects of the hyper- 
tension. 


Chronic Enicritis.—Two cases are described of a syndrome 
which was characterized by abdominal heaviness or cramp-lke 
pain and nausea after meals. with constipation or diarrhoea. 
There may be tenderness in the right lower abdomen. The 
stools contain increased amounts of fat and soaps. Y-ray 
studies may reveal one of two types of picture: one in which 
there is hypermotility and the other in which there is hy po- 
motility of the small intestine: in the latter type the emptying 
time of the small bowel is prolonged. The treatment sug- 
gested consists of a bland cellulose-poor diet and the adminis- 
tration of mild astringents and vitamin B,.

Triphasic Initial Ventricular Deflection—A series of fifty- 
one cases presenting a triphasic initial ventricular deflection 
in one or other of the limb leads were investigated.

Fpithelial Functional Rejuvenation.—Using a special tech- 
nique, Popoff claims to have demonstrated in man and animals 
that the argentaffin cells of the intestinal tract form a stage 
in the rejuvenation of the goblet cells and parietal cells of 
the stomach. He believes that after a time these cells become 
functionally exhausted and revert to a primitive non-functioning 
state which corresponds to the argentaffin cell. After this 
“rest” the cells revert to their normal function. If this 
rejuvenation process fails the cells regenerate, and this 
regeneration may be irregular and associated with the induc- 
tion of malignant change. Hf mucous cells function under 
unfavourable conditions the rejuvenation cycle is interfered 
with and endogenous disintegration products are taken up by 
macrophages : this leads to the condition of melanosis coli. 


Complex Infections.—This is an admirable review of the 
various infective conditions in plants and animals in which 
the disease is induced by the co-ordinated action of two distinct 
causative agents.

Solitary Retinochoroiditis—An attempt is made to bring 
order out of the chaos surrounding the description of this 
disease.

Diet and Uric Acid Excretion—In normal human subjects 
a high-fat diet reduced the uric acid excretion. Since acidosis 
or ketosis did not occur and since a low-fat, high-carbohydrate 
diet of equivalent calorie value did not depress the uric acid 
excretion, the factor responsible for diminished excretion 
appears to be the high fat intake itself. These observations 
support the use of a high-carbohydrate, low-fat, as well as 
low-purine, diet in the treatment of the gouty diathesis.

Arthroplasty of Hip.—The author has for many years 
experimented with moulds made of different substances which 
are interposed between the joint surfaces of the hip in the 
operation of arthroplasty. Glass and bakelite had certain 
disadvantages. and now “ vitallium.” a metal, is being used. 
and has so far proved very satisfactory. There appears to 
be no need. when this substance is used. for a second-stage 
operation in which the mould is removed. The author's 
approach to the hip-joint is described. 


Arthrography in Congenital Dislocation of Hip.—\n an 
endeavour to improve the results of treatment of congenital 
dislocation of the hip. the Orthopaedic Clinic at Stockholm 
has made a special study of the arthrographic appearances in 
this condition: Bayer’s perabrodil is used.

Granulosa-cell Tumours.—The clinical features of thirty 
cases are described.

Orbital Fat in Exophthalmos.—Exophthalmos was induced 
in thyroidectomized guinea-pigs by the injection of anterior

Fate of Tubercle Bacilli—-Guinea-pigs were inoculated with 
material from old tuberculous lesions found post mortem in 
iduits dying of other causes. Only about a fifth of all 
calcified lesions and a half of the caseous lesions so examined 
contained living bacilli, and the frequency with which these 
were found varied solely with the histological maturity of the 
lesion, regardless of age. situation, and the tuberculous past 
history of the subject. The frequent finding of living tubercle 
bacilli in tracheo-bronchial glands of normal appearance, 
accompanied only by obsolete and sterile lung lesions, leads 
the authors to the conclusion that a persistently positive 
Mantoux reaction may be due rather to repeated reinfection 
than to the continued influence of an old lesion.

Lrebilin and Urobilinogen.--Both are normal elements of 
the liver bile, and are derived from haemoglobin, as_ is 
bilirubin.

Atmospheric Irritants and Lung Cancer..-To hiv several 
previous papers on the production of lung cancer in mice by 
inhaled irritants Campbell now adds a repori on the carcino- 
genicity of extracts of these materials when painted on the 
skin. Road dust again appears the most active substance : 
tar is its most active constituent, but inorganic constituents are 
regarded as contributing to the effect of inhalation. Chimney 
soot contains a carcinogenic tar, but the carbon is believed 
to mitigate its effect. An extract from motor-exhaust soot 
(heavy-oil engine) is not carcinogenic, and cigarette-smoke 
tar only slightly so. 


Non-production of Peroxide by Streptococci has long 
been known that some strains of Streptococcus pyogenes fail 
to form peroxide. By testing large numbers of strains, 
some including all Griffith’s types belonging to Group A, 
this property has been shown to be confined to Type 3. Since 
Type 3 strains are known to be fully susceptible to the action 
of sulphanilamide, this observation disposes of the idea that 
the drug owes its activity to an anticatalase effect, thereby 
condemning streptococci to destruction by their own peroxide.

Tumours of Bone.-The diagnosis of bone tumours must be 
based on clinical, radiological, and histological data, and 
mistakes can often be avoided if the evidence presented by 
these three methods is considered as a whole; too much 
reliance should not be placed on any one method. This article 
contains no original observations but a great number of useful 
practical hints from the author's own experience. 


Stagnation of Blood in Upper Extremities.—This interesting 
condition has been termed “ claudicatio intermittens venosa ” 
by Léhr, who believed it to be due to the strangulation of 
veins by fascia during excessive muscular exertion. The 
author has seen seven such cases, and in one of them the 
subclavian vein was found to be thrombosed, while in another 
case its wall was thickened. In a further four cases venous 
thrombosis was suggested by the clinical signs but was not 
verified by operation. An increase in the number of blood 
platelets and a shortening of the bleeding and coagulation 
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times may be noted. It is suggested that in the absence of a 
uniform pathology the condition should simply be called 
stagnation of blood.

Heparin in Thrombosis.—An account is given of 117 cases 
in which post-operative treatment with heparin was adminis- 
tered.

Sulphapyridine—The authors give a detailed account of 
their technique for the estimation of sulphapyridine in the 
body fluids, both in man and in animals. The maximum 
concentration of sulphapyridine in the blood is found after 
about four hours, and it disappears from the blood within 
forty-eight to seventy-two hours. Approximately the same 
concentration is found at the same time in the cerebrospinal 
fluid. The drug is chiefly excreted through the kidneys and 
up to 90 per cent. of it may be recovered from the urine. 
It is most important that the drug be given in relatively small 
repeated doses and (at least in severe cases) continued through- 
out the night. There would appear to be no advantage in 
giving exceptionally high doses, since after a time the con- 
centration in the blood ceases to increase in proportion to 
the dose.

“Commercial” Human Milk.—Freudenberg illustrates by 
examples the not infrequent inferiority, as food for premature 
or debilitated infants, of milk which is the cumulated product 
of sales by nursing mothers of their surplus mammary secre- 
tion.

Lymphogranuloma Inguinale-—Two fatal cases of typical 
lymphogranuloma inguinale are described. In one there was 
a rectal stricture and a recto-vaginal fistula ; in the other case, 
not only were there rectal and sigmoidal strictures, but in 
the terminal ileum there was a stenosing condition associated 
with ulceration in which the histological picture was typical 
of the disease.

Complication of pinning Neck of Femur—lIn a certain 
proportion of fractures of the femoral neck pinned with an 
ox-bone graft pain developed after about six months, although 
union and position were satisfactory.

In a case coming to necropsy it was found that 
although there had been good union at the site of the old 
fracture a zone of fibrocartilage had appeared in the head of 
the femur and produced a pseudarthrosis with secondary 
rotation. 


Endocrine Hyperplasia.—A foetus was delivered at the eighth 
month from a diabetic mother and died in a few hours. It 
was found to have a marked hyperplasia of the islet tissue 
which was confirmed by determining the proportional weight of 
the islet tissue. This proved to be seven times the normal. 
There was also a hyperplasia of the suprarenals and of the 
pituitary. It is suggested that hypoglycaemia was the cause 
of death.

Nitrogen Requirements of Drosophila.—The requirements for 
proper development from the egg to the imago were examined, 
using sterile artificial media. In preliminary experiments the 
author found that vitamins A, B,, and B. were not essential, 
but that a water-soluble substance which was present in yeast 
was essential to Drosophila melanogaster but not to mammals. 
The yeast extracts could be freed from protein. He then 
found that drosophila, like mammals, could assimilate proteins 
which had been broken down completely into their constituent 
amino acids. Also, certain proteins were essential for normal 
growth, others were less efficacious, and some were useless 
unless supplemented by the “complete” proteins. Artificial 
mixtures containing eighteen amino acids and * completed ™ 
with threonine were useless. He concludes that the proteins 
which are “complete” for drosophila contain an unknown 
substance, probably an amino acid, which is not essential to 
mammals. 


Electric Organ of Raia undulata—The natural discharge 
did not exceed a few volts and continued for a few tenths 
of a second. Its form was variable, but in general like that 
of a probability curve. Isolated parts of the organ could be 
stimulated electrically, chemically, or mechanically. It is con- 
cluded that the natural discharge of the whole organ involves 
considerable asynchronism of the constituent parts.

Nature of Hypertension—Hypertension was brought about 
in dogs by producing ischaemia of one kidney. Extracts of 
the ischaemic kidneys produced greater pressor effects than 
those of the normal kidneys. The mean pressor effect of 
extracts of kidneys from patients with hypertension was greater 
than from patients with normal blood pressure 


Effects of Blood in Hypertension.—Cross-transfusions of 
blood from hypertensive patients and patients with normal 
blood pressure were performed with no significant change in 
the blood pressure of either patient. The plasma of hyper- 
tensive patients and of hypertensive animals showed on the 
whole a depressor action. The plasma of a case of adrenal 
pheochromocytoma during a hypertensive phase showed a 
marked pressor effect which disappeared on removal of the 
tumour. 


Tropical and Non-tropical Sprue.—Thirty-two cases of the 
sprue syndrome in patients in temperate climates have been 
studied. Twenty of these were similar to the syndrome de- 
scribed in tropical sprue, and these responded well to liver 
extract. The other twelve cases presented clinical pictures 
similar to that described as idiopathic steatorrhoea. In these 
the response to liver was not so satisfactory. The author 
suggests that many of the observed variations in cases may be 
due to the fact that in non-tropical sprue the disease is not 
recognized early and the cases are allowed to progress until 
further metabolic complications develop.

Constrictive Pericarditis —Nine cases of constrictive peri- 
carditis are reported, of whic seven have undergone partial 
pericardectomy, with “cure” in three, great improvement in 
three, and one still convalescing.

Otogenous Brain Abscess.—Three cases with recovery fol- 
lowing conservative treatment are reported. In one case the 
abscess was in the cerebellum and in the other two cases in 
the temporal lobe. The principles and the process of abscess 
encapsulation are discussed, and it is suggested that the 
optimum time for surgical intervention appears to be from 
four to six weeks after initial’ cerebral involvement. The 
highest proportion of recoveries followed drainage by simple 
methods by which excessive trauma and spread of the infec- 
tion were avoided. 


Maxillary “ Ostium.’—According to Simon the so-called 
maxillary ostium in the majority of cases is a canal; in a group 
of 110 “natural ostia ~ 82.7 per cent. were canals of 3 mm. 
or more in length. The average length of this naso-antral 
canal, for 110 openings, was 5.55 mm. On the other hand, 
the (normal) accessory maxillary ostium was found to he 
practically always an orifice, or ostium. Among all the 
accessory openings in one group of twenty cases there were 
75 per cent. true ostia and 25 per cent. canals. The average 
length for all these accessory openings was 2.9 mm. A more 
detailed classification of the types of openings from the middle 
meatus into the maxillary sinus is offered. 


Rhinoscleroma.— According to Gadomski rhinoscleroma is 
more frequent in the United States than reports indicate. 
Though treatment by x rays and radium will not cure the 
condition, it will arrest and control the progress of the disease.

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Vibratory Sensibility.—The authors have studied this sensa- 
tion clinically and experimentally, using an electromagnetic 
vibrator. They found that it can be mediated by receptors 
lying both in the skin and deeper tissues, the relative acuity 
of which varies in different parts of the body. There are 
receptors in the muscles, while the tendons and periosteum are 
probably not important, although some deep receptors are not 
associated with the muscles. The deep receptors are prob- 
ably identical with the receptors mediating passive movement, 
while those in the skin are the same as those concerned with 
the sensation of touch. 


Central Connexions of Trigeminal.—The whole question of 
the central connexions of the trigeminal nerve is reviewed.

Somatic Pain.—Stimulation of the interspinous ligaments 
produces segmental areas of deep pain and tenderness which 
have been mapped out. The pain arising from stimulation 
of various deep somatic structures has been studied and found 
to vary from a localized pain in the region of the stimula- 
tion to a diffuse pain of segmental distribution. The type 
of distribution appears to depend more upon the depth at which 
the stimulated tissue is situated than upon the nature of the 
Ussue. 


Referred Pain.—Upon stimulation of an interspinous lhga- 
ment there arises the phenomenon described as referred pain 
—that is, pain, superficial tenderness, deep tenderness, and 
tonic contraction of trunk muscles. By appropriate stimula- 
tion of somatic structures pains indistinguishable from angina 
of effort or intestinal colic can be elicited. In the decapitated 
cat reflex contraction of the abdominal wall muscles can be 
produced by stimulation of the spinal muscles, viscera such 
as the pancreas, and the mesentery of the duodenum, but not 
by stimulation of the bowel itself. It ts concluded that pain 
of visceral and somatic origin cannot be distinguished in respect 
to quality, and that there is no, special form of pain character- 
istic of visceral disease.

Psychology and Medicine.—Alexander reviews the historical 
and current relations of psychological and general medicine. 
Psychological and physiological processes must be regarded as 
two aspects of one biological process. Psychosomatic medi- 
cine means the study of physiological processes by physio- 
logical methods and of psychological aspects by psychological 
methods. These concepts are related to aetiological problems. 


Hypothalamus.—Grinker gives a well-documented account 
of structural and clinical observations on the hypothalamus 
and discusses its relation to the brain as a whole. Ingram, 
in a survey covering some 400 papers, records experimental 
data and notably some experiments on the hypothalamus in 
man, 


H ypertension.—In this symposium on hypertension Anderson 
and his co-workers describe the production experimentally 
in sheep by Pavlovian methods of certain cardiovascular mani- 
festations. Katz and Leiter give an outline of the known 
physiological and clinical phenomena associated with essen- 
tial hypertension. Solomon and his colleagues present a series 
of complex records of autonomic reactions in psychotic 
patients before and after shock therapy by means of insulin 
or metrazol. Saul discusses the psychological features 
common to seven cases of essential hypertension and de- 
scribes the origin of hostile attitudes. Miller gives the results 
of an investigation of the blood pressure in 193 psychotics. 
Alexander records a detailed study of day-by-day fluctuations 
in the blood pressure in a hypertensive patient during psycho- 
analytical treatment, correlating these fluctuations with the 
moods and general state of the patient. In a second paper 
he puts forward a theory of the causation of hypertension.

Spontaneous Pneumothorax.—\In 114 cases seen the 
London Hospital from 1924 to 1937 there were sixteen cases 
of spontaneous pneumothorax complicating pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, thirteen cases arising from other pulmonary diseases 
and wounds of the chest wall, and eighty-five (70 per cent.) 
occurred in previously healthy subjects with no apparent cause, 
These eighty-five cases were all afebrile and never developed 
any effusion. Only two of these patients died while in hos- 
pital ; twenty-eight were alive and well more than five years 
after the onset of the pneumothorax, and twenty-six more after 
periods between two and five years. In no case had active 
pulmonary tuberculosis developed. 


Lipid Analyses.—Boyd, Connell, and Doyle undertook lipid 
analyses by oxidative micro-methods in fifty-nine cases of toxic 
goitre. This revealed a lipopenia in the blood plasma of 
forty-nine patients and high normal or slightly ligaemic values 
in the plasma of the remaining ten patients. Similar analyses 
were performed in seventy-six cases of anxiety states. The 
means of the concentration of plasma lipids in anxiety states 
were significantly lower than normal and significantly 
higher than in hyperthyroidism. There was considerably 
more variation results patients with anxiety 
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states than in either normal adults or in patients with hyper- 
thyroidism. As a result the frequency distribution everlapped, 
so that the estimation of plasma lipids was found of limited 
value in the differential diagnosis of hyperthyroidism and 
anxiety states. 


Laurence-Moon-Biedl Syndrome-—Analysis of case reports 
in the literature showed the frequent occurrence of one or 
more components of the Laurence-Moon-Biedl syndrome in 
the ascendants of patients showing the full syndrome. No 
case of the inheritance of the full syndrome is known. Atten- 
tion is drawn to a series of allied conditions, and it is suggested 
that the syndrome is determined by two recessive genes in 
the same chromosome, or that it is dependent on some chromo- 
some error such as a dislocation or translocation.

Dermatitis Herpetiformis.—The authors have investigated 
the biechemical changes which may be found in dermatitis 
herpetiformis.

Radiology of Asthma.—After stressing the importance and 
the difficulty of the diagnosis of asthma in childhood the 
authors describe the changes in the thorax during and in 
between attacks as revealed by x rays. During an attack the 
thorax is as a rule dilated, with the ribs nearly horizontal and 
the intercostal spaces widened, so that the thorax becomes 
barrel-shaped ; at the same time the diaphragm is flattened and 
its movements are markedly reduced. The hilar shadows are 
lengthened and sometimes widened as well, so that they assume 
a characteristic “ bat’s wing” shape. The lungs usually show 
an exaggeratedly transparent appearance, though at times they 
exhibit a peculiar mottling. Most of these changes disappear 
in the intervals between the attacks, though in chronic cases 
they may persist. 


Path of Infection in’ Mumps.—The authors describe the 
lesions found in a portion of parotid gland removed on the 
third day of the disease; they stress the similarity between 
these and the lesions found in the parotitis due to rabies,

Carcinoma of Kidney in Rats.—Beta-anthraquinoline was 
injected subcutaneously into eleven rats. It produced no 
tumours locally, but adenocarcinomata of the kidney developed 
in two rats. It seems that beta-anthraquinoline is weakly 
carcinogenic and has the particular property of acting upon 
kidney tissue; it is the first chemical substance which has 
been found capable of producing kidney tumours at a distance, 
and may account for certain occupational cancers in man. The 
only other known carcinogenic quinoline is styryl 430, which 
acts only at the site of application.

Malnutrition—A comprehensive study of the nutritional 
State of a large group of children has been planned. In addi- 
tion to medical and dietary histories, selected measurements 
and dental and x-ray examinations will be included.

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Idiopathic Steatorrhoea.—tn idiopathic steatorrhoea there are 
characteristic radiographic changes in the small intestine, colon, 
gall-bladder, and skeleton. These findings vary considerably 
in their degree and distribution, depending on the activity 
of the disease and the constitution of the individual. The 
various appearances are described. 


Reticulo-endothelial System Cancer-—The resistance 
against transplantable tumours, as well as against malignant 
disease in general, depends on the state of the reticulo- 
endothelial system. The reticulo-endothelial system may be 
stimulated by means of small doses of x rays, or by a small 
dose of an electronegative vital dye, such as Congo-red. Congo- 
red seems to be a powerful haemostatic agent, which property 
is due to its specific action upon the cells of the reticulo- 
endothelial system. In toxic haemorrhage, Congo-red, intra- 
venously injected, may stop the bleeding almost immediately. 
An analysis of seventy patients treated with Congo-red suggests 
its suitability for the treatment of x-ray sickness and anaemia.

Segmental Pneumonectomy in Bronchiectasis—The  im- 
portance of removing the lingular segment of the upper lobe 
in certain cases of lower lobe bronchiectasis is emphasized.

Synthetic Male Sex Hormone.—Filty-four patients suffering 
from various forms of hypogenitalism were successfully 
treated with 10 to 75 mg. of testosterone propionate a week. 
Growth of the penis and the pubic hair was promoted, libido 
and copulatory ability developed. No untoward side-actions 
were observed. 


Addison's Disease—Daily administration of 10 to 20 c.cm. 
of adrenal cortex extracts will maintain life for many years in 
patients suffering from Addison’s disease. In an acute 
crisis an intravenous injection of 10 c.cm. with 5 per cent. 
glucose in normal saline should be given at once, and 
repeated at hourly intervals until the vomiting stops and 
appetite returns. The patient can subsequently be maintained 
by at least 10 c.cm. of cortical extracts a day and/or 12 
grammes of sodium chloride and 4 grammes of sodium citrate 
or bicarbonate by mouth. Higher doses of adrenal extracts 
should be given during an infection. Thyroid is indicated 
if the basal metabolic rate is low. A low-potassium, high- 
calorie diet should be given.

Effect of Sulphanilamide on Blood—A\though methaemo- 
globin or sulphaemoglobin, or both, may occur in the blood 
of rats receiving sulphanilamide, they may not be demonstrable 
in some cases in which cyanosis occurs. In such cases the 
blood may be normal spectrophotometrically, or there may 
be present unidentified foreign pigments. There was often a 
considerable decrease in the haemoglobin content of the blood 
after giving the drug for several days, followed by irregular 
increases. The results suggest that the foreign pigments arise 
through a disorderly production of compounds related to 
haemoglobin, as the result of indirect stimulation of the 
haematopoietic mechanism by the drug. 


New Reagent for Sulphanilamide Determination.—N-(1- 
naphthyl) ethylenediamine dihydrochloride is in many 
respects superior to dimethyl-a-naphthylamine as a coupling 
agent in the estimation of sulphanilamides. Its synthesis, 
purification, properties, and method of use are described. 


Diurnal Haemoglobin Variations —From determinations of 
blood haemoglobin by the manometric CO-capacity method 
on eighteen young men at intervals throughout the day, there 
appeared to be a tendency for the haemoglobin concentration 
to fall during the waking hours, although the changes were 
not constant. The average diflerence between highest and 
lowest values was 1.3 volumes per cent. CO-capacity, and 
the greatest range was 2.3 volumes per cent.. equal to I1 per- 
cent. of the average haemoglobin content for the day. The 
ranges of variation recorded are narrower than those reported 
with earlier and probably less exact methods for determining 
haemoglobin. 


Biochemical uriables in Health—The statistics relating to 
some forty biochemical variables are given. They were ob- 
tained from (a) single estimations on a volunteer group of 
healthy males 20 to 45 years old, and (+) repeated estimations 
spread over a year on a “hired” group of similar males, who 
lived in hospital during the period of the tests, their diet 
and activity being approximately the same and the tests being 
made in a state of post-absorption and complete physical 
relaxation. The principles involved in the collection and 
evaluation of the statistics are discussed.

Acrodynia and Fatty Acids.—On a basal diet, complete 
except for fats, rats developed dermatitis in four to five weeks. 
Complete healing was obtained by the administration daily 
of half a drop of wheat-germ oil, cotton-seed oil, or corn oil, 
of one drop of peanut oil, of ten drops of coconut oil, or of 
twenty-five drops of butter fat. Hydrogenated coconut oil 
and the unsaponifiable fraction of wheat-germ oil were ineffec- 
tive, the effective agent being in the unsaturated fatty acid 
fraction, especially that separating from acetone at —‘S0O° to 
— 70° C. Half a drop of ethyl linoleate a day cured the 
dermatitis completely. 


Fat-free Diets——Rats on a fat-free diet supplemented by 
the known vitamins, including the essential unsaturated fatty 
acids, did not attain full adult size. Further additions of maize 
oil or liver produced slight improvement of growth, but 
the addition of brain produced a full response. The respon- 
sible factor was in the ether-soluble portion of brain. 


Vitamin C in Certified Milk.—Bi-monthly ascorbic acid 
determinations were performed for a year on the milk of 
selected Guernsey and Holstein cows. fifty-five in all, at all 
stages of lactation and stall-fed throughout the period. The 
ascorbic acid content of Guernsey miik (average for year, 
20.5 mg. per litre) was consistently higher than that of Holstein 
milk (average for vear, 18.2 mg. per litre). There were 
seasonal peaks in February and early November for Guernsey 
milk and in February and late October for Holstein milk. 
The results indicate that the variation in ascorbic acid content 
of commercial raw certified milk is independent of the food 
given and of the period of lactation.

Sepsis in Newhorn.—tThe cause of these epidemics cannot be 
ascribed to a single agent in view of the variability of the 
bacteriological reports.

Convalescent Serum.—tThere is a useful field for the adminis- 
stration of convalescent serum in measles, scarlet fever, and 
mumps. There are already a number of convalescent serum 
laboratories in various cities of the U.S.A., and more are 
to be established. 


Lipoidosis—There are three malignant conditions—the 
Niemann-Pick disease characterized by foam cells, the well- 
known Gaucher's disease, and the Hand-Schiiller-Christian 
disease with the clinical signs of unilateral exophthalmos, 
diabetes insipidus, and adiposogenital dystrophy—now con- 
sidered to be due to a general lipoidosis. Among the benign 
diseases of the same group are some of a primary nature and 
others of a secondary type, such as xanthoma in diabetes, pan- 
creatic disease, nephrosis, etc. In some instances a cholesterol- 
free diet—entirely free of animal fats—has proved to be useful, 
as has treatment of the secondary anaemia by blood trans- 
fusion and iron if the haemoglobin is reduced to less than 
40 per cent.

Try panosomiasis Control.—Adequate vigilance should suffice 
to avert the disastrous epidemics of former times without 
producing undue economic disturbance. Settlement of the 
population in economically unsuitable areas may cause more 
damage through poor nutrition and famine than sleeping 
sickness itself. Cattle trypanosomiasis is more important 
economically than human disease in some areas, and over- 
stocking of fly-free areas is an important factor in producing 
soil impoverishment and erosion. Co-operation between 
medical, agricultural, tsetse control, and veterinary depart- 
ments is essential. This paper was followed by a useful 
discussion on the different aspects of control in relation to 
economics. 


Plasmodium ovale.—The resistance to reinfection with both 
homologous and heterologous strains of P. ovale appears to 
be more highly developed after a primary infection with this 
parasite than it is in the case of infections with either P. vivax 
or P. falciparum. Different strains of P. ovale appear to be 
closely allied immunologically. 


Inoculation against Oriental Sore.—I\noculation with cultures 
of L. tropica is suggested as a relatively innocuous method 
of protection against natural infections. The reaction follow- 
ing intradermal inoculation may also be used in the diagnosis 
of obscure ulcers. 


Onchocerciasis in Kenya.—A new focus is described around 
Kakamega. Eve lesions were common but subcutaneous 
nodules rare. 


Nervous Lesions in Bilharziasis——A case of myelitis appar- 
ently due to S. haematobium is described. Three cases of 
mental confusion associated with bilharziasis also improved 
under treatment with antimony.

Anhydro-oxy-progesterone. The biological activity of 
anhydro-oxy-progesterone when given by mouth has been 
further tested by Emmens and Parkes, who find that it has 
metrotrophic, androgenic, and oestrogenic properties.

Pituitary Transplants and Mammary Cancer.—Transplants 
of the anterior lobe of the pituitary were made in mice of 
various inbred strains. In strains with a medium or high 
incidence of spontaneous mammary cancer the transplants 
increased the development and secretory activity of the 
mammary gland and increased the incidence of mammary 
cancer in virgin females. In low-cancer strains the effect 
on the mammary gland was less and mammary cancers were 
not induced ; oestrone is similarly ineffective in inducing mam- 
mary cancer in these strains.

Placenta Praevia and Foetal Abnormalities—Monsters and 


foetal deformities occur more often than usual in cases of 
placenta praevia, the incidence being 2.75 per cent. as against 
0.9 per cent. in normal pregnancies.

Experimental Hypertension—Mechanical constriction of the 
zbdominal aorta has no effect on blood pressure when applied 
below the origin of the renal arteries, but when applied above 
this point it causes hypertension. If the degree of constric+ 
tion is severe a malignant type of hypertension is produced ; 
the resemblance of this condition to eclampsia suggests the 
possibility that the latter may be due to pressure by the 
pregnant uterus on the aorta or renal arteries. 


Iron Metabolism.—Radioactive iron can detected 
quantitatively in the blood and tissues; it was therefore 
administered to dogs and traced by subsequent analyses. The 
chief conclusions reached so far by this interesting method 
of study are that absorption of iron from the bowel is much 
increased in the presence of anaemia (the mechanism con- 
trolling this variation in absorption being unknown) and that 
newly absorbed iron can be incorporated in red blood cells 
with hitherto unsuspected rapidity.

Pathogenesis of Tetanus.-When tetanus toxin is injected 
intracutaneously or intramuscularly in guinea-pigs the amount 
of antitoxin required to prevent death is from five to eighty 
times greater than is necessary when the same amount of 
toxin is given intravenously. When toxin is given intra- 
muscularly death may follow in spite of the presence of free 
antitoxin in the blood. When toxin is given intramuscularly 
after section of the motor nerves supplying these muscles 
the minimum protective dose of antitoxin is reduced to the 
level required for neutralizing intravenous toxin.

Radium in Treatment of Uterine Haemorrhage.—The appli-
